WITH UNPARALLELED SUCCESS 

Graduates, Undergraduates and Professoriate * Thronged St. Denis— Principal of Uni- 
versity Attended— Show of Very High Standard— Credit Due to Various Execu- 
tives Working Under A. J. Skelley— Performance Fitting Climax to Recorded 
Events of Session. 




Last evening will long be remembered 
as the most successful and enthusiastic 
event of the past college year and from 
the moment that the first strain of "Mail! 
Alma Mater" rose from the organ until 
the last echo of the final McGill yell 
died out, no inrident occurred which 
could discredit the time-honoured Red 
and White. And all present felt that the 
men who had on their shoulders the re- 
sponsibility of the performance, and cs. 
penally R. L. Hamilton and A. .1. 
Skclly, might well feel the. satisfaction of 
a "job well done." The. whole-hearted 
support of the students, past and pres- 
ent, and also of the college authorities, 
was evinced by the attendance of twenty- 
five hundred, which applauded to the 
full cacJi successive, skit. 

The huge theatre presented a scene 
wliirh will long remain impressed on the 
minds of all those who attended the 
show: it was crowded from the orches- 
tra to the. uttermost parts of the 
"gods" with an unusually appt rr ialiv c 
audience, composed of all the classes 
which make up a large university . In 
the hoxes there were the memhers of 
the Faculty, accompanied in many cases 
by their friends: many of the gradu 
atcs were also seen in these choice scats, 
and their sincere enthusiasm was a treat 
to behold. Rut what composed by far 
the greater part of the audience, was the 
vast throng of undergraduates, both men 
and women, who filled many of the. seats 
downstairs and the entire balcony- 



The undergraduates have, of course, 
bad as advisers a group of well-known 
professors, but almost all the effort has 
been put forth by the executive ability 
of the students. A month and a half 
ago a meeting was called for all those 
interested in the idea of a Theatre 
Night; the committee which was ap- 
pointed then consisted of A. J. Skclly, 
as chairman, and an executive composed 
of Miss Cilniour, Miss Foster, E. \V. 
Willard, -V. D. Hall, B. Wilson, Wood- 
man and I'ratt. This committee has per- 
formed it? duties faithful!;' under an ad- 
visory board, of whom Mile;. Tourcn, Dr. 
MacMillan, Dr. Villard. Prof. Lloyd. 
Prof. Sandwcll, Dr. l.nmb and R. L. 
Hamilton were members. 

For the last two weeks, every day has 
seen some troupe, or other holding a 
practice, and many of the actors hive 
temporarily laid all other interests aside 
so that the utmost rirgjer nf perfection 
might characterize their skits. During 
this time, also, J- f-. Browne, who is in 
charge of the. scenic effects, has worked 
without ceasing. The results of these 
endeavours were, so evident last night, 
that it would be futile to elaborate; on 
them here, at greater length. However, 
to the work of two very important men 
it is only fair to refer; Mr. W. A. Trc- 
mayne has had the entire rbargr of di- 
recting the rehearsals during the. past 
few weeks and he hfLS done, a great deal 
to raise the standard of the show. Mr. 
Harold E- Key has been In charge of 



the effort to bring together in otic or- 
chestra a large number of outstanding 
student musicians who have been play- 
ing independently or in groups during 
the past session; after their unforget- 
table success of last evening, considerable 
could rightly be said in their praise: but 
much of the crcdl justifiably goes to 
their conductor for their worthy per- 
formance. 

In giving a general review of the 
evening's entertainment, no more difficult ' 
task presents itself than to attempt to 
select the item or items which arc de- 
serving of the most praise. For clever 
acting the Physical Eds. appear to Ik 
noted, lor high-class hurlsrquc, the Mcds 
perhaps distinguished themselves, while 
for a playlet ibounding in humorous sit- 
uations. "Behind the Beyond" would be 
the choice. In short, each act had its 
own particular merit, and fitted well into 
the place assigned to it. The singing of 
"Hail, Ainu Mater" was very inspiring 
as an inaugural number, and was an ad- 
mirable prelude for a glorious evening. 
The Athletic Review rrtrived the. ap- 
plause that all those who participated in 
it merited, and perhaps served to bring 
linme to both graduates and undergradu- 
ates that McGill has been no laggard on 
the playing field during the past year.

AFTER GRADUATION WHAT? 

"In another six weeks it will be all 
over; then good-bye to Old McGill." 
These arc the words of the unthinking 
Senior who expects to get his degree 
at the next convocation. But, for the 
■thinking student about to graduate all 
is not over in so far as McGill is con- 
cerned. Rather is it that he is pass- 
ing from one phase of university life 
into another. He is about to join the 
great body of McGill Graduates, mem- 
bers of which body have found their 
way into every corner of the Globe. 

The unthinking one will say, "Ah, 
yes, but what has this to do with Mc- 
Gill?" Brieily this — It has come to 
be recognized that the graduates of 
the university arc one of its chief 
sources of support. And the graduates 
have realized that they owe all the 
support they can give 'to 'their Alma 
Mater. In order that this large body 
of Alumni may have some organiza- 
tion for directing its activities, the 
Graduates' Society has been formed. 
This organization is managed by an 
executive committee in Monltreal, with 
branches in nearly every province of 
the Dominion and in some of the 
larger cities of the United States.. Its 
purpose is to lend assistance to the 
University and to keep graduates in 
touch with one another and with their 
Old School. The Society has direct 
connection with the Board of Gover- 
nors of it he University, as it now elects 
three representatives to that body. The 
McGill News is the graduates' official 
organ. This magazine, intended to 
keep the Alumni posted on what is 
going on at the University, and to 
keep them in touch with one another, 
is sent free to all members of the So- 
ciety. 

The Alumni organization has many 
activities such as 'the Graduates' En- 
dowment Fund, which it i> expected 
will become a valuable asset to the 
University, and the Graduates' Ap- 
pointment Bureau, which, as was stated 
in yesterday's Daily, is not as aggres- 
sive as it could be were there suffi-

, McGill medical students were twice 
privileged to hear Colonel A. E. Webb- 
Johnson. C.B.E., D.S.O-, F.R.C.S., 
Dean of the Middlesex Medical School, 
London, England, one of the leading 
younger surgeons of Great Britain. Dean 
Webb-Johnson addressed Dr- J. Alex. 
Hutchison's clinic in the senior year in 
Medicine at the Montreal General Hos- 
pital, and yesterday afternoon delivered 
a speech to the members of the Montreal 
Medical Chirurigical Society in the Hall 
of the Engineering Institute of Canada, 
Mansfield Street. He spoke on medical 
educative methods. 

The President, Dr. T. P. Shaw, was 
in the chair, and introduced the speaker, 
whom he said did excellent service in 
the war, for which he received the 
CB.E. and D.S.O. Dean Webb-John 
son was presented merely as "Mr- Webb- 
Johnson," as English surgeons do not 
hold the degree of M.D., but that of 
F.R.C.S., which docs not carry the 
title of "doctor." 

The speaker declared what a pleasure 
and an honour it was to address such a 
distinguished audience of Montreal phy- 
sicians, whom he said, were known far 
and wide. He added that he deemed 
it equal pleasure and honour to speak- 
to students, with whom the future rest- 
ed- 

At the commencement. Mr. Webb- 
Johnson said thai he firmly believed 
that it was the duty of a medical school 
not to load the student with a mass of 
details, but to make sure that he grasped 
the. principles. To illustrate this stronp. 
point he showed a number of plates on 
anatomy, lie sttied that the. unior as- 
sistants in anatomy and physiology 
should be. drawn from men who arc go- 
ing to practice, medicine and surgery. 
Regarding clinical teaching, the speaker 
said that there was a marked tendency 
nowadays lor the, student to establish too 
much of the diagnosis '->n the results of 
laboratory research. "It is essential," he 
said, "to conduct a careful study of the 
patient's symptoms, and laboratory aid 
should not be sought until after this 
study. To lay emphasis on this point, 
Mr. Webb-Johnson discussed the di* 
eased kidney, saying that it should he 
dealt with in the early stages. "There 
are many people living in this world 
without brains," he added in a humor-

The following' reached the "Daily" of- 
fice last evening from the Principal of 
the University : 
To the Editor, 
McGill Daily :" 

Dear Sir, — I have been much interest- 
ed in the letters by Jack Lewis and 
Billy Nicholson on the Dttgby situation 
at McGill. Their letters should be 
thought fully read and can-fully ion:id- 
ercd by us all, as both arc old gradu- 
ates and old players as well, f am 
neither the one nor the other, but T 
yield not to them nor to anyone else in 
my desire to sec McGill's team win. 

In the year 1922-23 old McGill has 
done extraordinarily ; well in sporting 
events. Our splendid athletes have up- 
held McGill's honour and prestige and 
have been first in the following inter- 
collegiate trials: the track events, tennis, 
boxing, wrestling, basketball, water polo, 
winter snorts and gymnastic, feats- This 
is a remarkably line record, and every 
honour is. due and is accorded to com* 
pctitor's, coaches and managers. 
"J'.rne, we lost the hockey champion- 
ship to Toronto rfud the rugby to 
Queens, but we have no reason to be 
downhearted. In both we were so de- 
cisively beaten as to leave no doubt as 
to our opponents' superiority. Wc have 
no "kick" and McGill men know how to 
take a defeat as well as a victory. That 
i< thé essence of true sportsmanship, 
and if there is one thing more than 
another which gives us pride in our rep- 
résenta lives, it is the qualty of their 
sportsmanship. I know of many evi- 
dences of that true sportsmanship 
which shall live in my heart long after 
the 50—5 score is forgotten. 

But the Rugby situation calls for 
heart-searching. Many reasons for our 
failure are advanced. We arc told that 
lack of supports by graduates and by 
the leaching staffs 'is one of the prin- 
cipal causes of our downfall. I don't al- 
together agree with such a contention, 
and coaching have been given to' the 
senior team -in proportion- to the time 
attention and coaching received by jun- 
ior teams. T v have -been told, that junior 
teams cannot be maintained because, un- 
•less- players -can- -catch the first team in 
their first season, they turn to some 
other form of sport- When J asked 
why this should be the case -the reply 
has been that men .play more for the 
limelight,, the -glamor, the applause, the 
hero worship that goes with the. senior 
team than for the fun of the game itself 
If this is true it reveals . an . unwhole- 
some attitude towards sport, jt savors 
of the professional rather than the col 
lege spirit. It is not playing the game 
for the game's , sake as all manly men 
should do. J, .for one* do. not believe 
that McGill.mcu.wjl.L lay themselves open 
to. such a charge . . 

Again T have heard college authorities 
and graduates condemned, for not indue 
ing more ready-made .rugby, players to 
come to McGill, . Naturally, we arc 
pleased when a newcomer has athletic 
as well as academic talents, but McGill 
must leave a different impression on the

mis vein, "but none without kidneys." 

Concluding his address, his remarks 
being greeted with frc'qucnt ••applause, 
Mr. AVcbb Johnson paid high tribute to 
McGill, and said that the immortal mes- 
sage of Colonel John McCrac was an 
inspiration in England m peace as well a?

William Osier. His final word was an 
exhortation for the Faculty of Medicine 
at McGill to keep its present freedom. 

A very hearty vole of thanks was 
proposed by Dr. K. J. Shepherd, for- 
mer Dean of Medicine, who said what 
a privilege it had been to hear Dean 
Webb-Johiison. Dr. Shepherd said that 
he was firmly convinced that the meth- 
ods of diagnosis were now loo mcchani- 
caM Dr- J. Alex. Hutchison, C.B.E'., 
seconded the motion of appreciation. Ac- 
cepting the vole ofthanks, Mr. Wcbb- 
Jùluison expressed his gratitude for the 
k great kindness shown him while in 
Montreal, and that it had been a pleasure 
to renew many of his war-time friend- 
ships. 

Interviewed by the "Daily,"' Dean 
Webb-Johnson said that he found a spirit, 
at McGill second to none, and that the 
Faculty of .Medicine compared favorably 
with any' medical school he had ever 
visited. He paid very great tribute to 
«hc distinguished doctors of McGill, and 
to those of Canada in general. Con- 
cerning Dr. Banting and Dr- Best of 
Toronto, the recent discoverers of in- 
sulin, Mr. Webb-Johnson expressed re- 
gret at the recent decision made by the 
House of Commons that they would be 
ineligible for honours at the hands of 
the King. '. "Canada," he declared, 
"should hasten to confer a mark of dis- 
tinction upon "them before any outside 
atiun docs so.

Now,- as, (o the lack of support by 
teaching staffs, I know an impression 
exists • that some faculties arc not sym- 
pathetic towards sports, particularly 
Rugby. "1 give. the student body a sin- 
cere assurance that such an impression 
is not justified. Last Autumn rugby 
players asked 16 be excused at four 
o'clock each afternoon : during the sea- 
son. -When the list came to.be examin- 
ed less. than, ten per -cent were really 
asking for special consideration. I am 
quite sure that such- is the desire of the 
professor to help the team 'that he is 
willing to arrange extra tuition for the 
men who miss. classes after 4 p.m. 
. It has also been suggested- to mc that 
rugby, players should be excused from 
fulfilling the- requirements of - the De- 
partment of Physical Education, I do 
not approve of, such a • suggestion for 
many reasons, Jmt let me. mention two, 
— First, there is the broad principle that 
a rugby player is not entitled to any 
more privileges .than any other student. 
It would be .unfair and undemocratic to 
have one set of regulations for him and 
another- set • for the remainder of the 
student body M.y second reason is that 
rugby players, probably more- than any 
othrr set of men, require to keep in 
training the year round.. Two months 
only in the football season will not do. 
and let us be frank and honest and ad- 
mit that this very lack of .training, this 
neglect to keep, in condition even in the 
season, hasd lessened our clvancc of suc- 
cess in Iho past.-.. • . •• • 

But I- have -said enough about the cx - 
cuscs. There has been too much time 
wasted on them already. Wc can win 
in Rugby as we have in the other sports, 
but we must, build tin our team from 
the bottom and. on a solid foundation. 
There comes a time in the history of 
every team when it must recognize this 
fact and that, time is. here for McGill. 
We may not win the championship next 
year, but let us not'wôriy about that. I 
hone the team will not- take such a state- 
ment loo much to heart. First, let us 
have at least two hundred men out next 
fa.ll playing rugby, determined to train 
faithfully and to obey the training rules, 
to. work hard and intelligently to mas- 
ter the game; not 'with their eyes alto- 
gether on making the senior team at 
once, but whh the 'fixed purpose of 
giving the management sufficient trained 
and disciplined material from which a 
team fit to represent McGill can be 



chosen. • Let us permit the bona fide 
players to leave their classrooms at four 
o'clock to repair to tho practice grounds, 
which I think should be artificially light- 
ed un to six o'clock- ■ Merc hangers-on 
or shrimshaukcrs must not be tolerated, 
and it is to be definitely understood that 
players arc to make up, with the help of 
teachers, the time taken from classroom 
work. It will be a hard grind for every- 
one, bin it is worth while. The rest of 
us must loyally support the manage- 
ment and the team. Some may prefer 
another kind of rugby or another system 
of coaching, but for the time being this 
is McGill's game, and; McGill's system. 
That is enough. 

In conclusion, let mc say that 1 look 
•to the future with much confidence. The 
darkest hour is just before the dawn. I 
havo seen McGill men in harder places 
and under greater handicaps, yet they 
won. out. At the beginning of the war 
Canadians as soldiers -were very, very 
raw. Yet by taking all lessons ■ to 
heart, by studying closely their enemy, 
by developing tactics- to deal with vary* 
ing situations, by creating now organi- 
zations to meet changed conditions, by 
hard training, by stern self-imposed dis- 
cipline, by good leadership, they demon- 
strated their undoubted and freely ac 
kuowlcdgcd superiority over every foe. 
McGill's Rugby team can do thc ; same, 
but only by the same means - 

.1 understand -this is- the last .issue 
except Convocation- issue—of- the Daily 
for. the year 1922-23. It has been a 
good year and the Daily has done well, 
contributing in no small degree to what- 
ever success and progress - McGill can 
claim in that period. . My thanks and 
good wishes arc freely tendered to its 
staff -and management-.

RUGBY 

The 1922 football season at McGill, 
in terms of victories and defeats, could 
h»rdly be termed a successful one. The 
team was twice defeated by Varsity, and 
suffered a duo of setbacks at the hands 
of Queen's delegation, while the Syra- 
cuse University eleven, on its own ground 
had much the better of the argument 
with Coach Shaughnessy's men, in a con- 
test played under American rules. 

Tlie team throughout the season was 
followed by the proverbial "jinx." Jeff 
Russcl, a mainstay in the backfield, was 
lost through graduation, and when 'Boo" 
Anderson left college McGill lost one of 
the finest allround performers ever seen 
on a- college gridiron. "Don" Baillie, 
quarterback and captain of the team, 
found his college work too pressing, and 
when he failed to turn out Douglas Am- 
bridge was chosen to fill the captaincy. 
The Red and White was then without 
the sen-ices of an experienced' quarter- 
back. Hard luck followed the squad 
when Philpotts, sterling halfback, in the 
opening contest with Varsity at Toronto, 
incurred a seriour internal injury and 
was obliged to retire for the season. 
Until his injury "Phil' proved the most 
effective man on both sides. He gained 
consistently through the line and around 
the ends, and on the defence broke up 
play after play in clever fashion. 

The following week Cyril Flanagan 
was added ta the injured list when he 
wrenched his ankle in the first half of 
the Queen's game, and was not avail- 
able for any of the remaining league 
contests. Shag was then forced to work 
with an almost entirely green backfield, 
while on the line he had very few ex- 
perienced players. 

•McGill lost to U. of T- by the score 
of 20—2 in a contest in which the Blue 
and White was forced to show every- 
thing it had. The following week the 
Red and White a* ere hosts to the most 
powerful Queen's representation in his- 
tory nnd surprised everyone by their 
stubborn and splendid resistance. Eight 
of the visitors' points, a touchdown and a 
field goal, were the direct result of the 
• verièst kind of flukes, and the Presby- 
terians gained a 12 — 1 victory- They 
were outplayed on the line and in the 
punting department, but the open field 
running of Batslone and La id ley was 
too much tor the home team. The 
McGill players, minus Philpotts and 
Flanagan, had an off day in the return 
game with Varsity, and went down to a 
' 51—0 defeat in a very hectic contest 
After this contest "Don" Baillie joined 
the squad and turned in a good game in 
Kingston, when Queens again proved 
ntcorious by the score of 20—10. 

or the filial game of the season the 
McGill team travelled to Syracuse and 
fell victim to the powerful attack of 
the Orange eleven in a 32 — 0 contest 
The score, however, does not in the 
least indicate the respective strengths of 
the teams. Every one of the five touch- 
downs came as the result of the inability 
of the McGill players to' solve the for- 
ward p*ss attack . The home team threw 
the pigskin around almost at will. The 
McGill attack was especially strong, the 
. Red and White amassing a total of 12 
first downs more than any other two 
teams could do against Syracuse, and the 
New York Staters faced such rivals as 
Pittsburg, 'Navy, Nebraska, Brown and 
Colgate- The Americans were much im- 
pressed by the visiting team, who im- 
mediately after the contest were offered 
a game for next season. 

Among the new comers who excelled 
were Campbell Cope, who played with 
the Juniors the year before, and was 
used by Shag at flying wing. "Art'' 
Manson, of basketball fame, who was 
developed into a reliable middle wing 
and an effective line plunger. Both these 
men return next year and should add 
considerably to the strength of the 
squad , 

In the backfield Coach Shaughnessy 
started out with Philpotts, Flanagan and 
"Bones" Little as halfbacks— the latter 
having been shifted from flying wing. 
Carrol alternated between quarter and 
half, while Eddie Crain »t times piloted 

. tlje team and also performed at the fly- 
ing wing positions. Manson was used 
as a halfback and "Cam"' Cope playing 
flying wing against Varsity, turned in 
an excellent performance. 

"Doug. "McGregor, next year's cap- 
tain, played a consistently good game at 
centre- At the inside wing positions 
there were Gamble, Foss and Woodruff, 

\ a newCômèr whb had had some seasoning 
on the Yale Freshman squad. At mid- 
dle, there was Ambridge, Manson and 
Walsh, an Iowan. Shag tried out a 
number of men on the ends. There was 
Jack Eassôn, Charlie Robertson, Fife, 
Dyer and Selby Cope, who turned out 
late in the season and showed up well 

I in the Syracuse contest. 

The squad will be hard hit by gradua- 
tion, Ambridge, B*illie, Flanagan, Câr- 
Vroll, Crain and Fôss having turned in 
their last performance for the Red and 
White. 

Prospects for next year are, however, 
fairly bright- The team will have a very 
efficient coaching staff -and the gradu- 
ates who are now taking a keen inter- 
est in football are obtaining a training 
iuse where the players will live and 
e all their meals together. 
inancUlly the season was a success, 
the club having made a net profit of 
about $2,000. 




HOCKEY 

Whatever else may be said about the 
MeGiT! Hockey sca:on just finished it 
cannot be termed a failure. Although 
it is true that the team was unsuccessful 
in its attempt to secure the Intercol- 



legiate title, the season has been pro- 
ductive of a great amount of gratifica- 
tion to the fans in many ways. The 
American tour in the Christmas holidays 
was markedly succesful, with a record of 
two-thirds of the games played across 
the border won by the Red and White 
team. Records show that, excluding the 
game with the Montreal City All-Star 
team at the end of the season, the team 
had won a majority of the games played. 
Including thi* game the team broke 
even on the season's play. Out of a to- 
tal of twelve games played six were won 
and six were marked down as defeats. 

One of the achievements of the team 
was the brilliant victory over the cham- 
pion Varsity sextet on their visit here. 
This feath rought joy to the hearts of 
the fans, as it was the Red and White 
team's first victory over a Varsity hockey 
team in several years. 

Through the strong recommendation 
and sincere backing of McGill, Univer 
sitj' of Montreal was this year admitted 
to the Intercollegiate Hockey LTnion, and 
in the last contest between the French- 
men and McGill, the University of 
Montreal team sprang a surprise and by 
defeating the Red and White eliminated 
all chance of this year's hockey cham 
pionship coming to McGill. 

Perhaps tlie greiest "find" of the sea- 
son was "Slim" Morris., in the goal 
position. At the first practices of the 
season he showed his superiority over 
all the other applicants, and has proved 
one of the most sensational goalies in 
McGill hockeyhistory. Time and again 
it has been only his uncanny skill in 
turning away "hot ones" that has kept 
the Red and White team from defeat. 

To Captain Cyril "Flin" Flanagan 
goes the lion's share of credit in the 
scoring department of the team- Play- 
ing his last year of Intercollegiate hockey 
"Flin" gave repeated exhibitions of the 
highest brand of hockey— professional or 
amateur. Combined with this his pluck" 
and capability in leadership rounded out 
a list of stellar qualities which will make 
the genial athlete live in the minds of 
McGill hockey fans for many years to 
come. 

"Pinkie" Morrison, by returning to 
McGill raised the hopes of a large body 
of fans, depressed J>y : the inability ^oJ. 
"Matty" Dineen, of last year's team, to 
represent, his Alma Mater on tlie ice. 
Both he and McNaughton, the other 
regular wing man, turned in consistent 
and praiseworthy performances in their 
respective positions, and combined with 
Flanagan to make one of the smoothest 
working forward lines in Canadian 
hockey.. _ 

Dempsey and McGerrigle, in theîde, 
fence positions, proved an almost im- 
pregnable barrier to tlie rushes of many 
McGill opponents. Dempsey especially, 
possessed a strong body check, which 
he used effectively at almost every op- 
portunity. 

Of the subs., pîrhaps Bell was the 
shining light.^and earned. his large block 
"B ." As "ëobby" is in' his first yean 
he was granted his large class numerals. 

Lynch and Monroe, of Dent. '24, and 
Wyse, of Science '24, completed a list of 
substitutes which when necessary, could 
display a brand of hockey little below 
that shown by the regular team. 

The team opened its season by a trip to 
Boston in the last few days of December 
where they met three strong teams of 
that city. On the 23th they met the 
Boston College six, and were defeated 
3 — 1, but avenged their defeat by vic- 
tories in the next two contests. The 
Boston Hockey Club were defeated by a 
5 — 1 score, and by a runaway in the last 
period the Victorias went down to de- 
feat by a 9—3 score. 

On January 2nd, after a close strug- 
gle, Princeton succumbed to the Cana- 
dian team by a 3—2 score, but on the 
next night the Westminster team of New 
Haven, Conn., won a 9—3 victory over 
the Red and White. This completed the 
American invasion. 

The Intercollegiate results are well 
known to the students. Out of the six 
games played two were lost to Queens, 
one to Varsity and one to the Univer- 
sity of Montreal. Although this might 
appear to show marked superiority on 
the part of the other teams, this most 
decidedly was not the case- All the 
games were won or lost by a margin of 
one or two goals, and often overtime 
periods had to be played. This coupled 
with the fact that the team's personnel 
was partly new shows why our standing 
in the series was not a better one- 



away and with the confidence inspired 
by success 'piled up a good lead. This 
is the fourth consecutive victory for 
the Track team and the thirteenth win 
since the. Intercollegiate Track meets 
were instituted. Great credit is due 
Coach F. M. Van Wagner, who has 
successfully trained the team during 
the past three years- His methods have 
resulted in the development of a well- 
rounded out teum, and remarkable pro 
Krrss has been made by some of the 
individual members of the team, who 
have become athletes of no mean abil 
ity. 

The outstanding feature of the meet 
was the equalling of the Intercollegi- 
ate record in the 100 yards, when "Cece" 
Hay ran the century in the fast time of 
10 seconds flat, and the setting of 
new mark in the high jump by Rolan 
Kennedy, who cleared the bar at five 
feet eight and seven-eighths inches- J 
L. Scbert and l r . Halbaus, who set the 
previous mark in the 100 yards, were 
present at the meet and congratulated 
the big man from the coast on his per 
formancc. The McGill men made a to 
tal of nine firsts, nine seconds and six 
thirds, besides winning the relay race. 

One of the greatest problems that will 
face the team next year is that of fill- 
ing the places of the men who gradu 
ate this year, and will leave a great gn, 
in the ranks of the track men. Ha 
and Johnson have been the mainstay 
of the sprinting section of the team fo- 
four years now, but several new men 
notable among whom is Patterson, should 
be able to turn in creditable perform- 
ances for the Red and White next year 
Patterson ran the 100 in very good time 
at the Freshman-Sophomore meet, and 
with training should prove to be a real 
winner. Hamilton and Legg have been 
running the half and the. mile, almost 
neck and nerk for some years now, and 
have been among the most consistent 
point getters on the team. Their ab- 
sence will be greatly felt next fall, but 
Alexander, Walker and some of the 
other newer men at the game can be dp 
pended on to come icross with the goods 
with a little more experience. Realizing 
the need; of the younger men for train 
ing 'the. -Track Club last year started 
the practice of holding indoor trad 
practices along in the spring. These 
practices have been revived again this 
year, and they provide a good oppor- 
tunity for men of latent track ability to 
get some good pointers on the game 
from such men as Van Wagner and the 
older members of the team who gen 
orally, turn out and give all the help 
they can in coaching aspirants. 

A considerable psrt of the success of 
the team may be attributed to the very 
efficient work of Manager "Reg.' 
Henry and his assistant, "Phil" Gross 
These two men were indefatigable in 
their efforts on behalf of the Track 
Club and the arrangements for the In 
tcrcoljegiate Meet were so thoroughly 
looked after that many of the offioia! 
remarked on the efficient manner 
which the events were run off. 
Harrier 

Tf there is one club at college which 
requires its members to have persever 
ance, it is the Harrier Club. It of 
fers but few opportunities for the aver 
age man to win distinction of insignia 
It does afford an unparalleled chance for 
a person to develop his powers of en 
durance and determination . Those who 
realize its benefits are usually keen sup 
porters throughout their college days 

Although the Harriers did not earn 
off the honours at last year's Intercol 
legiate meet at Montreal, yet the Red 
and White team occupied second pi 
to Toronto, being followed by the Royal 
Military College, Queen's did not enter 
a team. 

Among the graduating classes are sev- 
eral harrier?, being notably R. L. Ham 
ilton, who has occupied every place on 
the Harrier Club executive, in tlie past 
and has won as many Intercollegiat 
medals: while from the 1922 harri 
team graduate G. Stephen, R. E 
Legg, C. Champion and-N. Egerton 
leaving R. H. Wiggins and T. Kerr 
as a nucleus for next year's team 

All who intend turning out with eithe 
of these two clubs next season are ad 
vised by the executive to take full ad 
vantage of the indoor track practice: 
and of the privileges which the Stadium 
affords- during the summer, and espec 
ally in September.

TRACK 

The past season may well be called 
one of the most successful that the Mc- 
Gill Track Team has ever had. On Oc- 
tober 20th last the Intercollegiate meet 
was held at the Molson Stadium, and 
when the last rays of the sun had dis- 
appeared over the rim of Mount Royal 
the Red and White track men were de- 
clared winners by the decisive score of 
83—39. The meet this year resolved it- 
self into a dual contest between McGill 
and Toronto, as Queens had heen un- 
able to send a team down, and though 
in the first stages of the meet things 
were fairly even the McGill men romped 



the cellar in the Intercollegiate League 
The McGill team won fourteen of 
the twenty games played. Of those 
lost, four were dropped on the tour 
made in the United States, the others 
were lost to 'Varsity and Queen's at 
the. beginning of tlie Intercollegiate 
series. 

Among the victories outside the two 
leagues' are the victories against the 
Trojan team, the city champions of 
St. John, N.B. 

The Crescent A.C. team of Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., al?o suffered defeat at the 
hands of the McGill quintette. In the 
early part of the tour in the States, 
McGill lost to the Universities of Ver- 
mont and Philadelphia. 

After losing the first two games in 
:"ic Intercollegiate series, the Red and 
White staged a come-back, and creat- 
:d a triple tie for the championship. 
Pli» play off was held at Ottawa, To- 
■onto drawing the bye in the series. 
McGill earned the right to play 'Var- 
ity by her defeat of Queen's the first 
flight, and putting up a sterling exhibi 
lion against the Blue and White, 
brought another championship home. 

McGill scored 86 points in the three 
.parries played against Toronto, while 
:he Blue and White made 78 points 
n these contests. Against Queen's 
McGill scored 103 in a similar number 
f contests while the Tri-col«»r made 
•8. In the twenty games played, Mc- 
Gill were able to mark up 643 points 
to 544 scored by opposing teams. The 
last nine games played were all won 
>y McGill. 

Much of the credit for the year's 
success goes to Coach Van Wagner, 
whose untiring efforts made so bril- 
iant a record possible. For all the 
games played during the season, Man- 
ager Eadic has been responsible. An 
appréciation of the work done by 
Ladie was made in a letter which ap- 
peared in the Daily some time. ago. 
Led by Captain Manson, who play- 
d in every game of the season, the 
team developed a fighting spirit which 
more than once carried them to the 
winning column. Mendelssohn play- 
ed all but two games, and has devel- 
oped an accuracy of shooting which 
should serve the team well next year. 
Turpel and Little alternated in every 
game. Both have shown considerable 
improvement over their early season 
style, and will come back in good 
shape for next year's team. Errol 
Amaron, the star forward, has proven 
an excellent partner for the veteran 
Crain. Amaron and Crain ' together 
arc in a very 'large measure respon- 
sible for McGill's victories. 

Crain is the only man who will not 
return next year, and the team will 
be considerably weakened by Ms loss 
next year. 

Philpott, Hilton and Blumenstcin 
have also played with the team this 
year, though they were not used much, 
but showed up well in the games in 
which they took part.

say tliat the Dcdand White aquatic stars 
had an unsuccessful season. 

The first Intercollegiate fixture was 
the annual swimming meet, held in the 
Hart House. Plunge, Toronto, on Fri- 
day, February 16th- The wearers of the 
Blue and White presented a remark- 
able, all round aggregation und carried 
away the honours of the evening by a 
lead of seventeen points. They had a 
well balanced squad; were strong in all 
departments, and it may be safely said 
that they were never seriously threat 
cned- This, however, did not detract 
from the interest of the contests, for 
practically every event was a touch-and 
go affair, with the decision always in the 
balance. 

The one obvious exception to this was 
found in the diving section, where the 
U. of T. presented an invincible front 
with the McGiH entry weak. Van Val- 
kenburp. the Toronto star, treated the 
gallery to an exceptional exhibition of 
difficult dives, with his team mate. 
Wood, running a close second. Bethel 
the only opponent, turned in a good 
evening's work, but did not have the 
training or the experience of the other 
two men. 

In the speed department McGill was 
superior, 'with George. Vernot, th* Mc- 
Gill captain, leading the way. He won 
the fifty, the hundred and the two hun- 
dred yard events, piling up fifteen points 
for the visiting squad. Vernot was the 
outstanding figure of the meet, and was 
the backbone of the Red and White, team. 
He was ably seconded by Ross, in the 
above three events. 

The hundred yard breast stroke was 
one of the thrillers, with FitiGerald. of 
Toronto, making a sensational battle for 
first place. Findlay and Laidley placed 
second and third, both for McGill. 

Waldron, the Toronto plunger, broke 
the Intercollegiate record by making 72 
ft.

The end of the sporting season at 
McGill has found the Boxing, Wrest- 
ling and Fencing Club once more in- 
tercollegiate champions, and although 
this is the ultimate goal toward which 
the activities' of the organization are 
directed, its sucres» in other ways is 
unquestioned. Not only has the num- 
ber of entries shown a very material 
increase over former years and the 
attendance at practices been more reg- 
ular, but the exhibitions put on at 
various times have elicited a much 
greater student interest, 

Ernie Robinson, who has just com- 
pleted his second season as McGill 
boxing coach, deserves a great deal of 
credit for the creditable showing at 
Kingston. Xo loss worthy of praise 
is George Smith, the wrestling instruc- 
tor, whose protêts pracLically cleaned 
up the Intercollegiate me»t. The 
fencers, although they won no cham- 
pionships, ably upheld the honour of 
the Alma Mater. 

With the close of the football sea- 
.'son B. W. and F. activities immediate- 
ly became prominent. Two 2-hour 
practicrs per -week were arranged for 
each of the boxing an'd wrestling 
clisses at Mnlson Mali, while in the 
Dioceson College the fencers practis- 
ed their art under the excellent tute- 
lage of G, Raimondi several limes a 
week. 

During the college year the club has 
provided sevrral excellent tourna- 
ments. As these were all elimination 
contests some especially fine bouts 
w-erc witnessed by the fans. This sea- 
son ring and mat artists made three 
trips to Stc. Anne's, there to entertain 
twice the "Aggies" and once the sol- 
diers of Stc. Anne's Military Hospi- 
tal. At the McGill Union two huge 
tournaments were held. In the first 
of these Mi-Gill's best met the repre- 
sentatives of the various boxing and 
wrestling clubs in Montreal and came 
out victorious. In the second the elim- 
inations for the Intercollegiate scries 
were made and some hard battles were 
witnessed. 

The crowning success of the year 
in the ring and mat game was the 
winning of the Intercollegiate cham- 
pionship by McGill at Kingston. Al- 
though the boxers and fencers did 
very well, the real heroes of the day 
were the wrestlers, who won consist- 
ently enough to outpoint the entrants 
ef 'Varsity and Queen's. 

At Annapolis also the McGill men 
acquitted themselves creditably. Wil- 
son, Shackcll, Brewer. Snow and Ab- 
bey left behind them a reputation for 
gameness and fighting spirit that will 
be a source of pride to every McGill 
than. 

The art of fencing has had a larger 
activity among the students this year 
than, for several years past. Under a 
very capable instructor and with con- 
siderable new equipment purchased 
by the Students' Council the club has 
made considerable progress. Two 
bouts were staged during the year 
and proved very interesting to the 
spectators and the skill displayed was 
fcuch that the instructor could be 
proud of the result of his coaching. 

There has been an immense amount 
of work connected with the club but 
every tournament lias been highly suc- 
cessful, the Intercollegiate champion- 
ship has been won, and many students 
have materially benefitted. 



en colleges were represented by teams; 
followers of the spurt coming from 
Dartmouth, Middlcbury, Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, Yale, 
McGill, University of Vermont, New- 
Hampshire State, and the University 
of Wisconsin. Six men represented 
McGill, all of whom acquitted them- 
selves quite splendidly. Dartmouth, 
for the second time, came out ahead 
with 25 points as against 17 accumu- 
lated by the Red and White, while 
Yale and Middlcbury tied for third 
place, each with a total of 8 points. 
This showing made by McGill was 
excellent, when one considers the 
fact that no skaters accompanied the 
team, while Dartmouth won' several 
points through the ability of Hennes- 
sey, their star performer along that 
line. 

During the mouth of January an 
inter-faculty meet was held in which 
upwards of fifty skiers competed, their 
ability ranging from the embryo to 
the finished stage. Science came out 
on top with 25 points to her credit, 
with Arts-Commerce a close, second 
with 19 points. Law accumulated 9 
points, while Medicine managed to 
tally to the extent of 1 point. Early 
in the month an invitation was receiv- 
ed from Gorhain to send jumpers. 'to 
their winter carnival. Two McGill 
men represented the college, Art Gra- 
vel succeeding in copping second hon- 
ours. 

The week-end of February 10 found 
eleven men again invading American 
territory, in an effort to avenge the 
defeat inflicted by Dartmouth in the 
early pari of the season. Eliminations 
had been held earlier in the month and 
those who succeeded in winning a 
place on the team are as follows: O. 
Leslie, A. Gravel, R. Whiltalf, E. 
Sherrard, D. Anderson, W. Mack- 
laicr, R. Wade, P. Waite, G. Grim- 
son, W. Mitchell, T. Brown and II. 
Starke. Unfortunately Brown was 
unable to make the trip, due to ill- 
ness, but was heard from at later 
meets. 

Dartmouth again dre-w the large 
end of the score with 28 1-2 points, 
with McGill close behind with 24. 
This carnival was the first half of 
the competition held by the Eastern 
International Intcrrollcgiatc Ski As- 
sociation for the cup donated by F. 
R. Whiltall, Sci. '12, which was given 
for the team taking the greatest points 
in two meets annually, one being held 
iii the United States, and the other in 
Canada. The following week the 
American colleges visited Montreal in 
order to take part in the second half 
of the competition. With a lead of 
4 1-2 points Dartmouth were quite 
confident of victory, but when the 
smoke cleared from the field of bat- 
tle, the Red and White team were 
found to have made, up previous 
losses and accumulated a substantial 
lead on her nearest rival, the final 
score in points being 65 for McGill, 
with Dartmouth following with 4.1 1-2. 

The final competition of the year 
took place during the latter part of 
February at Lake Placid, -the Sno 
Birds Club again being hosts. R. 
Wade distinguished himself in win- 
ning the 25-mile cross-country race, 
and T. Brown won second honours 
m the 7-milc race. These races were 
open to men other than those attend- 
ing college, and the wins arc more 
creditable for that reason. 

Much of the success of the efforts 
of the club is due to the splendid work 
of the retiring executive, headed by 
A. O. Leslie as president. His duties 
will be carried on next year by R. 
Whittall, who, as the champion all- 
round skier of the college, will great- 
ly further the interests of the sport. 
He will be assisted by II. Smith and 
G. Crimson as vice-presidents, look- 
ing after the skiing and snowshocing 
interests respectively, A. Starke as 
secretary-treasurer, and Gravel, Waite, 
Brown and Anderson as faculty rep- 
resentatives.

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TENNIS 

One of the first championships to be 
won during the past season by the wear- 
ers of the Red and hitc was that which 
was brought home by McGill tennis 
players, after the invasion of Kingston, 
on October 19th and 20th. With Crocker 
outstanding, the players from Canada's 
metropolis constituted a formidable ag- 
gregation, with the result that at the end 
of the second and final day's play, the 
Montreal racket men had gained the 
honours, both in the singles and the 
doubles. University of Toronto, Queens 
and the Royal Military College were the 
other competitors in the annual tour- 
nament, but though they all out up 
strong fights, they were unable to de- 
feat the superior court men from the 
home of the Red and White. 

At the end of the first day's play 
McGill was in the lead with five points. 
Toronto was close second with four; 
Queens had three and R.M.C- was iii 
the cellar with a zero. All the rames 
were closely fought, with Crocker, Mor- 
rice and Douglas winning for McGill: 
By two decisive victories over Toronto 
and R-M.C. representatives Bud. 
Thomas of Queens, went into the semi- 
finals. 

The second day's play was full of 
thrills and some brilliant exhibitions of 
volleying, driving, smashing and back 
line play were given by the various con- 
testants. 

In the semi-finals in the singles, 
Thomas, of Queens, won from Larkin, 
of Toronto, in two out of three sets, 
while Crocker defeated his team mate, 
Morrice. 

In the doubles, Morrice and Douglas 
sent Hunton and GiH, of R.M.C, down 
to defeat, allowing them only one game 
in the two. pe^Wjlliams and Phillies, 
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of Toronto, downed Sladen and Gunn, 
of R.M.C, by taking two decisive sets. 

The finals in the doubles were rot 
played at Kingston, as all. the contes- 
tants were McGill men, but the decision 
was reached on the local courts, with 
Morris and Douglas winning from 
Crocker and Ramsay. . . 

In the finals for the single honours, 
Bud Thomas, the Stalwart Queen's play- 
er, was matched against Crocker, the 
Krd and White star- The result was a 
hatlle heroic, with both players setting a 
furious pace, but with the Montreal man 
having the edge of the play. The first 
set went to Crocker 6 — 4, but Thomas 
evened up accounts by taking the next, 
winning ten out of eighteen games. Flic 
third set was taken by Crocker, who 
allowed his opponent only three games, 
but the score was again equalled when 
the Limestone City player won 6—2.

The interjaculty 'competition, which ii 
being run on the sudden death system, 
is not yet complete, but it is evoking 
considerable interest on the part of th 
students. !.. 

McGill has also entered two teams in 
the City League, the Reds and the 
Whites. From all indications, at least 
one of these teams wilt be ' returned 
champions at the conclusion of the scr 
ies. 

Early this season, it was proposed to 
form an Intercollegiate Indoor Baseball 
League. The Students' Council had set 
apart enough money to pay for a trip, 
and the Department of Physical Educa- 
tion had given its sanction to the mat- 
ter. Toronto had also^agrecd to cntei 
such a league if formed, but the question 
had to be dropped, due to the fact that 
Queen's could not sec its way clear to 
enter a team. 

It is fully expecetd, however, that 
this season's efforts will -see fruition in 
the forthcoming year, and since McGill 
lias more than twice as many teams in 
operation as Toronto, there is every 
chance that another intercollegiate chain 
pionship will go to McGill- 
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the 1921-22 session, by the attendance 
at it as well as by the keen interest 
and friendly rivalry manifested by the 
members of opposing parties, in its or- 
ganization and conduction. At the 
first meeting of the executive oi the 
"Lit." at the beginning of the year, 
it was stressed that the prime object 
of the Mock Parliament was to en- 
courage impromptu speaking. This 
purpose seems to have been success- 
ful to an extent exceeding what was 
hoped for; the more so because radical 
changes took place in the parties in 
power, ranging from Progressives at 
the beginning of the session, Consti- 
tutionals at the second Parliament, 
and Coalitionists at the final. These 
clranges brought to the fore an almost 
totally new line-up of ministers and 
members in each case who had the. 
opportunity of exercising and improv- 
ing their oratorical abilities in support 
of Ihcir policies against a very stern 
opposition. 

It was somewhat uncertain at first 
whether a Mock Parliament of a ser- 
ious nature, of a burlesque type, or a 
combination of both, would serve the 
best purpose and yet retain the inter- 
est of the students in it. The latter 
type was adopted as it was thought 
that a Mock Parliament, as evident by 
its name, could not be of an essential- 
ly serious nature. This decision 
seems to have been a wise one judg- 
ing by the excellent results obtained. 

The systematic organization of de- 
bating teams in the. University has 
been an extensive undertaking and 
even a more important feature of the 
activities of the "Lit." than the Par- 
liament. While the speaking at the 
Parliament was usually of the nature 
of debate, it differed from that of de- 
bating teams in that it was impromptu. 
The members of these teams had a 
much wider scope for the use of 
knowledge obtained by a study of the 
subject under debate. 

In choosing the men who would 
represent McGill in the Intcr-Univer- 
sity Debating League, a method of 
elimination was used, giving to every 
student who desired it an opportunity 
of trying out for the team. The elim- 
inations started with intcr-class debat- 
ing, then followed into-faculty, and 
finally intercollegiate debating. It 
was so arranged that in the Intercol- 
legiate series that two teams from 
McGill should debate with Toronto 
and Queen's on the. same day, one 
team going to Kingston, the other re- 
maining, meeting Toronto at home. 
The latter team, consisting of Bat- 
shaw, Law '24, and Clark, Thcol., lost 
to the Toronto men. To the other 
one, composed of Penrose, and Ever- 
ett, both of Arts '25, goes the highest 
honour in debating circles by their 
win of the Queen'* men.

WHO CAN PREVENT IT? 

Women are weakening and enfeebling 
themselves by indulging in masculine 
pursuits, Dr. Arthur Holmes, profes- 
sor of psychology at the University of 
Pnnsylvania, said in a speech recently.

Sir, — The motion discussed at yester- 
day's meeting of the Students' Society 
relative to the lengthening of the ses- 
sion was commendable. 

To a sclf-supportinl student the ac- 
tion of the University authorities in 
lengthening the course a paltry two 
weeks seems incomprehensible- It is un- 
derstood that one of the main reasons 
adduced is that unless the course is 
made the same length as that of the 
United States colleges. McGill will not 
he accepted for post graduate work in 
American colcges. With all deference 
to the authorities it is thought that such 
a reason will have little or no signifi- 
cance to over 95 per cent of the student 
body .
